komen hierop neder : 


Eenige nieuwspapieren zeggen, detEngeland 


een perk gezet heeft, aan de verdere uitbreiding 
van het Russische gezag in bet oosten van Eu 
ropa, en aan de aanvallen op de nieowe Ameri- 
Kaaosche staten, uitgezonderd door Spanje of 
Portugal. 
De teebereidaelen welke in de ma- 


rine arsenalen in Engeland gemaakt worden 
versterken deze gezegden. 
Hel i» niet slechts legen de grondbeginselen 
der vryheid in Europa, dat hel Heilige Verbond 
zich ichynt te willen bepalen ; maar al deszelfs 
pogingen worden in het werk gesield, om wat 
hetzelve revoloiie in Amerika noemt ten onder 
Ie brengen ; en ingevolge du vas'e en reusech 
tige voornemen heeft de keizer Alexander alle 
zyne agenten uit de Brazilien terug geroepen ; 
en er zal welhaast eene expeditie uitgezonden 
worden van Spanje onder de vlag van die natie 
tegen de Republiek 
van Colombia. 
Deze ex- 


peditie Bal bestaan uit 
12,000 soldaten, nomi- 


naal Spanjaarden, maar uitgerust ten kotte van 
Frankryk, roei Fransche artillerie en officieren 
voor de vesting bouw, en bet noodige getal 
priester» en gelicencieerde verspieder», die door 
omkooping, bedrog en dweepzucht den weg van 
tirannie zullen banen. 


Het 
ia bepaald dat Frankryk hire militaire 


bezitting van Spaaje tot eene zekere uitgestrekt, 
heid zal »er»cigeD, en om zekere raden ; name 
jk tot dat het gouvernement van Feidinand 


volkomen daargesteld is. 


Volgens dit plan zal Cadiz dan bezet worden 


mei 
10.000 man troepen ; Madrid duur 6000 ; 


en 15000zullen langs de Ebro geplaatst worden. 


Men beeft een gewjglig oogmerk ten uitvoer 


te brengen, dat i», zoo bet gesvhieden kan, om 
de gantsche Spaanscbe armee aftedankeo, en 
dezelte op eenen anderen vuel te reorganiseren. 


Hel fregat de Thetis vertrok op den 19den 


October van Plymouth naar Mea-ico, aan boord 
hebbende de Heeren Lionel Hartey en Werd, 
commissarissen en drie kontnli. 
De Itis ver- 


trok op deo 20tten met kelonel Hamilton en 
kolonel Patrick Campbell, commissarissen en 6 
konsuls »oor Colombia.
